At the store, the clerk 
said that the suspect came 
in and asked for a pack of 
cigarettes. The clerk said he 
did not think anything of the 
suspect wearing the hat 
because it was cold, but 
when he asked the suspect to 
remove it, the suspect pulled 
a "small semi-automatic"’ 
handgun and demanded 
money 

The clerk told police that 
he initially thought it was a 
joke, but then the robber 


attempted to shoot the clerk, 
but the gun misfired.

Former Granite City attorney pleads guilty to federal fraud charge

A former attorney who 


pleaded 
guilty to one count of fraud 
Monday in federal court 


According to prosecutors, 
the former attorney, Charles 
Ivan "Chas'' Weitzman of 
Edwardsville, took between 
$70,000 and $120,000 from a 
trust fund for a personal 
injury client. 

On Monday, Weitzman 
pleaded guilty to one count 
of wire fraud. He faces a 





maximum penalty of up to 
five years in prison, a fine of 
up to $250,000 and up to three 
years supervised release. 

Sentencing has been 
scheduled for 1:30 p.m. 
March 24 by U.S. District 
Judge William Stiehl. 

A stipulation filed at the 
time of the guilty plea 


showed that Weitzman 
received his law license in 
May 1973, and that he prac- 
ticed primarily in Granite 
City. 

Prosecutors said the con- 
viction stems from the 
embezzlement of a trust fund 
held for a personal injury 
victim represented by

Collinsville High takes part in experiment as IHSA 
shoots for improvement in running

Collinsville High is experimenting 
with a new system this season that puts 
control of the game clock in the hands 
of the officiating 
crew rather than 
a person at the 
scorer’s table. 
The Illinois 
High School Association is considering 
using at the Class AA and A state tour- 
nament games this winter. 

Basically, what it is: The referees 
wear a litle pack on their waist with an 
antenna,” Collinsville coach Bob Bone 
explained. “There is a microphone 
hooked to their whistle and anytime 
they blow their whistle, it automatically 
stops the clock. There is a control panel 
with an antenna that hooks into our 
clock on the table. It automatically 
stops and they start il again from the 
little packet they wear on their belts 


All three (or two referees) can start it 
and all three can stop it. Our timer is 
now just the backup. If one of them 
would forget to start it or if something 
would go wrong with the system, it can 
still be started and stopped from the 
bench.” 

Marty Hickman, assistant executive 
director of the Illinois High School 
Association, talked with Bone in the fall 
about testing the new system for the 
IHSA. Bone said, to his knowledge, no 
other school in the state is testing the 
unit 

A company in North Carolina has 
loaned the $5,000 timing system to 
Collinsville through the end of the 
Collinsville High/Schnucks Holiday 
Classic, which begins Tuesday and ends 
Dec. 30 

If the [HSA eventually requires all 
sanctioned schools t he system, 
Bone hopes the price more affordable

working really well,” Bone said. “They 
are using it in the NBA this year. I 
think they are using it in the ACC and 
Big 12 (conferences). It really hasn't got 
down to the high school level.” 

Todd Cress, a local referee who was 
one of the three officials to use the new 
system on Dec. 10, when the Kahoks 
hosted Edwardsville, liked the idea of 
placing full control of the game clock 
into the officials hands 


“What the IHSA is trying to do from 
an official's standpoint, is to take away 
the home clock edge,” Cress said 
“Every single game there is a problem 
with the clock. It is always when they 
start the clock (at key moments in the 

_end of the game). 

“The thing is foolproof. The only 
refinement is not having a wire that 
runs from a pager-type thing on your 
waist to the end of the whistle. It slips 
off. That the only problem. If they 
go wireless, it would be foolproof. All 


three of us (last Friday) found the clock 
works better when we control it.” 

Bone agrees that officials should be 
in control of the game clock. 

“What happens in game situations is 
more magnified when people don’t think 
the timer starts the clock in time or 
doesn’t stop it in time,” Bone said. 
“There is a lot room, I guess, some- 
times for criticism. This system hopes 
to eliminate that problem.” 


Officials still must make the judg- 
ment call on whether a shot was 
released before the buzzers at the end of 
quarters. 

Collinsville was involved in a contro- 
versial and legendary prep play in the 
1997-98 season when Kevin Asbrock’s 70- 
footer at the buzzer helped the Kahoks 
beat previously unbeaten Edwardsville 
40-39 in a Class AA sectional semifinal 
game. 


“I don’t know if a play like that 
would be affected because all you have 
at the end of the game is a horn,” Bone 
said.

Make sure the 
plant isn't sitting in water, 
remove any excess water 
and make sure the 
drainage holes aren't 
blocked 


Keep poinsettias 
comfortable. Check the 
area for drafts of either 
hot or cold air. The 
temperature should 
remain around 60° to 70°F. 
Keep the plant away from 
heat sources such as heat 
vents. 


Other houseplants 
should not be neglected, 
either. Test them for 
water by simply sticking 
your finger into the soil. If 
it feels moist, the plant 
doesn’t need water. If the 
soil is dry and doesn’t 
stick to your finger, water 
the plant 


Fresh Tree Care 

It’s easy to havea 
tendency to forget the 
Christmas tree after the 
big day. But fresh-cut 
trees still need to be 
watered every day. They 
must never be allowed to 
dry out. 


Keep the tree stand full 
at all times, and while 
you're at it, check the tree 
for dryness. If the needles 
bend, bat don’t snap in 
two, the tree is still okay. 


However, if the needles 
are brittle and snap off 
easily, the tree is much 
too dry. If that’s the case, 
we recommend removing 
it from the house. It may 
be a little early for many 
people, but safety is of 
utmost importance. 


If you forgot to purchase 
a tree removal bag, it’s 
not too late. Although it’s 
easier to place the bag 
before you put the tree 
up, it’s not that tough to 
do it afterward. 


You may want to enlist 
the services of a helper or 
two before you start. 
Simply tip the tree 
slightly, and slide the 
removal bag underneath 
it. Do the same with the 
other side until the bag is 
placed under the tree 
stand. It may be easier 
(with helpers, of course) 
to lift the tree off the floor 
and place the bag. 


Once the bag’s in place 
and you're ready to 
remove the tree, all you 
have to do is pull the bag 
up over the tree, remove 
the tree stand and drag 
the tree away. 


We'll have some tips on 
tree removal, and 
suggestions as to what 
you can do with the tree 
in Wednesday's journal. 


If you have a lifelike 
tree, be sure you don’t 
throw away the box it 
came in. It’s the perfect 
storage container for it.

Oldsmobile turns out 2001 Aurora 


By Tom Strongman 


Oldsmobile is riding the crest 
of a sales wave. 

So far this year, it is second only 
to Volkswagen in the amount of 
market share gained, and much of 
its success can be attributed to the 
popularity of the Intrigue and Alero 

Maintaining that momentum, 
however, requires a steady stream 
of new cars, and to that end a com- 
pletely new Aurora is beginning to 
roll from the assembly line at Lake 
Orion, Mich. The 2001 model will 
be shipped to dealers beginning in 
January, although dealers’ supply 
will be small until March. 

In the words of Karen Francis, 
Oldsmobile general manager who 
spoke to automotive writers at the 
new model’s unveiling, the first 
Aurora, now 5 years old, was “the first 
beacon for reshaping the division.” 

At a time when Oldsmobile 
showrooms were populated with 
Achievas and Cieras, the uncon- 
ventional Aurora was a completely 
different kind of car. Lithe, athlet- 
ic and unquestionably the best 
looking car in all of General 
Motors, it often sat alone in the 
back of the showroom. It, however,

reflected the kind of car 
Oldsmobile should be. Known sim- 
ply as Aurora, the Oldsmobile 
name was nowhere to be found on 
the outside of the vehicle. 

Even though it was a five-pas- 
senger sedan, it had the styling of a 
coupe. The body bulged over the 
tires like well-toned biceps. Power 
came from a delightful 4.0-liter, 
twin-cam V-8 engine that was 
essentially a scaled-down version of 
the Northstar V-8 used by Cadillac. 
Cranking out 250 horsepower, it was 
as responsive as a candidate run- 
ning for election and as smooth as a 
blender full of ice cream. 

Slowly, Aurora redefined the image 
of Oldsmobile, but it needed help. 
Enter the Intrigue, a mid-size sedan 
with son-of-Aurora looks and import- 
fighting performance. Then came the 
compact Alero, which in turn looked 
like a scaled-down Intrigue. 

h new products lending sup- 
port, it was time for Oldsmobile to 
revisit the Aurora and give it a 
broader base on which fo stand. To 
expand the Aurora’s sales poten- 
tial, two versions were planned. 
The Aurora 4.0 has a V-8 and the 
Aurora 3.5 has a V-6. Two models 


should allow sales to reach a 
hoped-for volume of 40,000 to 50,000 
units per year. 

Official prices have not been set, 
but look for the V-6 to start around 
$31,000 and the V-8 about $35,000 

Now the Oldsmobile name is 
proudly affixed to the trunk, 
although its placement off to one 
side suBpests it might have been a 
late addition 

We got to drive the cars but 
have to wait until February to 
relay driving impressions. In the 
meantime, here are details of the 
new mode! 

The V-6 engine is the same one 
that was first introduced in the 
Intrigue, and it has 215 horsepow- 

e V-8, although similar to the 
original engine, has been complete- 
ly reworked, and it still produces 
250 horsepower. Major changes 
were made in the interest of reduc- 
ing noise and improving: efficiency. 

ennis Burke, chief designer, 
calls the new Aurora “clean, sim- 
ple and elegant.” Ma y people. 
especially women, said the original 
felt too big, so the new car is 6 
inches shorter, yet it has more 
head and shoulder room. The cowl 


is lower and windshield pillars are 
thinner for better visibility 

The exterior body panels, which 
Burke describes as “taut,” have a 
simple elegance even though they 
are somewhat more conservative 
than the original 

The trunk is marginally larger, 
but its shape is more usable and 
easier to access. 

Inside, leather is standard. Real 
wood trims the instrument panel, 
which is also a new design. 

hough the basic platform, or 
chassis, is the same as the old car, 
it received major attention to 
improve stiffness, crashworthiness 
and handling. It is also lighter, 
thanks in part to an aluminum 
hood and trunk lid 

As good as the original Aurora 
was, handling was an area that 
needed improvement. Oldsmobile 
engineer Doug Parks said that 
changes to both front and rear sus- 
pension should improve steering 
ee] and provide the driver with a 
more responsive car. 

Look for a driving report on a 
regular production vehicle in a 
couple of months.

The program feature guest 
speakers and an annual trip to 
Chicago, a major U.S. design 
center. During the trip, students 
tour the Merchandise Mart and 
visit furniture manufacturers, 
lighting companies and other 
businesses. 

Students are required to work 
in at least one internship, which 
the College helps them locate, 
and most students perform sev- 
eral internships to Sample differ- 
ent areas of design. 

The diploma program targets 
students who plan to work in the 


tial or commercial design firms, 
furniture stores and other places. 

Richmond attributes the pop- 
ularity of the profession to its 
creative nature and to the wide 
range of opportunities. 

“I did display houses for a 
long time,” she said. “There are 
so many different ways you can 
take it (interior design) .” 

Each of the interior design 
instructors at Patricia Stevens 
works in the field. 

Richmond, who holds a mas- 
ter’s degree in environmental 
sciences from Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, 
founded Designare Inc. about 10 
years ago. The company has 
Province: services to a number of 

ealtheare facilities, including 
Metro imagine 

Richmond began teaching at 
the college about three years 
ago. Her students have gone on 
to specialize in a variety of 
design fields, including health- 
care and hospitality 

The college boasts a 97 per 


cent placement rate. 

“Since I’ve been here, the 
only people we haven't placed 
were moving and didn’t want to 
be placed,” Richmond said. “We 
have positions on the board now 
that are open.” 

Entry level positions for indi- 
viduals holding an associate's 
degree, such as design assistant, 
typically provide starting 
salaries of $18,000 to $21,000. 

‘The duties of design assistant 
or junior designer may include 
creating and delivering client 
presentations, selecting and 
ordering supplies, and complet- 
ing paperwork. 

‘Salaries for experienced 
designers usually top out at 
about $40,000. 

“If they start their own busi- 
ness, then that (income) would 
be up to them, depending on how 
hard they want to work,” 
Richmond said 

Missouri in 1998 became the 
21st state to pass a law regulat- 
ing the inter design profes- 
sion. The Missouri Coalition for 
Design, on which Richmond 
serves, is developing the regis- 
tration program 

Under the law, the standards 
for registration are: successful 
completion of the National 
Council for Interior Design 
Qualification exam, at least two 
year’s education; and a combi- 
nation of education and experi- 
ence totaling six years. 
Continuing education is required
